V-E DAY A SERIOUS 
OCCASION AT GOULD 

Last week on the morning, of 
May 8 V-E Day was observed 
at a solemn service held in study 
hall during the usual first per- 
iod from 8:30 to 9:00. 

The Reverend Mr. John Fos- 
ter of the Congregational 
Church, who had been on call 
for the occasion for several 
weeks; offered an appropriate 
prayer to open the service; The 
school then saluted the flag and- 
sang the national anthem.

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EDITORIAL 

THE PRESIDENT DOES HIS DUTY 

1 8 a student council on tho way? 

Six months ago an editorial appoarod on .this page suggesting 
tho establishment of student government at Gould. Class discus- 
sions and ‘informal debates on how jsuoh an organization should 
be made up dragged on through tho winter without anybody tak- 
ing initiative to actually do anything about it. Three weeks ago; 
when it soemed that the majority of both the faculty and tho 
student body were in favor Jof the general idea, tho BLUE AND 
GOLD printed a column of student opinions as to who should take 
the first step in appealing for a student council, and the consensus 
of opinion pointed to the president of the senior class, Freeland 
Savage. This month tho students wilt ‘have the chance to back 
his plan. 

When tho BLUE AND GOLD appeared (April 25 the quiet 
young president absorbed tho shock of his new duty with the usual 
half-smile of determination. Ho was' seen on the way to his room 
with a stack of research books tho next day. When asked what 
he intended to do .about the {whole thing, he calmly replied thai 
ho would road his books and think it over. Savage, the wise con- 
servative, was going to make suro ho knew what he was talking 
about beforo he ovon set foot in tho headmaster’s office to discuss 
the prospeots. 

Last Thursday morning Savage had his interview with Mr. 
Ireland. And out of that 15 minute talk canto not only a definite 
purpose for a etudont council, but also a general plan of action 
for establishing one before tho end of this school year. 

We agree with Mr. Iroland in his opinion that such a student 
government should not be entrusted with setting the policy of the 
school in the moro serious matters of regulations and discipline 
This should rightfully be loft to tho faculty, headmaster, and trus- 
tees. A good studont group could, howover, help a lot in prevent- 
ing difficulties from arising and in aoting as a sounding board fo 
■tho school in offering constructive suggestions for the solving of 
auch problems. 

.Two other main pqrposes of a student council were brought 
to light at the mooting. It could perform many of tho menial ad 
ministrativo tasks which now fall to Mr. Ireland or else never got 
performed. It could organizo class competitions of all sorts, back 
tho sales of war stamps, arrange dances and entertainments (at 
which the danco committee has apparently been a miserable fail- 
ure), encourage school spirit, and perhaps oven put into operation 
a system of senior monitors in the study hall. 

Tho other purpose lies in tho experience this would give to 
the members of the council and probably to the whole school. 
When students learn to understand tho problems a faculty must 
deal with, they aro likely to bo more cooperative and appreciative. 
And if tho representatives tako thoir jobs seriously, they will havo 
the opportunity of learning a thousand lessons in initiative, ad- 
ministration, psychology, and democracy'. 

The plan of action which Savago has adopted is as direct as 
possible. In a few days his suggested constitution for a student 
council will be distributed to tho class officers and posted on the 
bulletin boards for consideration by the school. Changes may be 
made, and a vote will be taken later this month. It is hoped that 
the new student council wilt bo elected and ready for the coming 
year by Commencement, hoaded by the largest class in the Acad- 
emy’s history. 

The success of this whole scheme depends upon tho sincerity 
of the student body. It was tried several years ago and failed from 
lock of interest. A student ceunoil is a big undertaking, and it 
deserves our best efforts. r. F. j

A Graduate 
Of Gould

Mr Bean was graduated from 
Bates College in 1923. After 
taking a two year post graduate 
course at Yale he served a pro 
fessorshlp In psychology at Cpa- 
ey College in Kentucky. 

Mr Bean was principal of the 
Bethel Grammar School for se- 
ven years. In 1984 he became 
principal of Old Orchard Beach 
High School, Old Orchard, 
Maine, the position which ho 
holds at present. Because of his 
distinguished record in World 
War I he was elecated state 
War I he was elected state 
gion In 1985.
